TrEDERAL SPENDING 
POLICY ASSAILED 


Stimulation of Private Cap- 
ital Urged—Soft Coal 
Act and TVA Cited as 
‘Germs’ of- Fascism and 
Socialism.

WASHINGTON, March 31— 
After laboring for nearly three 
years, the Temporary National 
Economic Committee brought forth 
today a concluding report, with 
legislative recommendations. The 
TNEC reported to Congress that 
“concentration of economic and 
political power” was “undermining 
® the foundations of both free enter- 
prise and free goverhment” in the 


nited States. 

The committee asked for a pol- 
icy of “permanent decentralization” 
to halt such concentration and of- 
fered a legislative program, much 
of which was aimed at curtailing 
monopolistic practice. 

One of the objectives of the 
study was to ascertain the causes 
and possible remedies for recur- 
rent business depression. In this 
connection, the committee rejected 
sovernment spending as a’ rem- 
ey, proposing instead encourage- 
ment of private enterprise and use 
of private capital. 

“Some Form of ' Authoritarianism.” 
“We cannot,” the report said, 
“continue to\rely upon Government 

expenditures, whether by way of 

contribution or loan, to sustain en- 

rprise and private employment 
inless we are willing to invite 
eventually some form of authori- 
tarian state.” 

At one point the TNEC asserted 
that the “germs” of both Fascism 
and Socialism already ‘were “appar- 
ent in our own economy.” 

The committee cited the Bitumi- 
nous Coal Act as having set up “an 
order which is not without its re- 
semblance to the Fascist order” 
and said that the Tennessee Valley 
Authority is “not ‘without some 

spects of Socialism.” 

Specific legislative recommenda- 
tions made in the report included’ 
establishment of Federal charters 
for corporations engaged-.in inter- 
State business, but to this four 
Members of the 12-man_ e¢on- 
gressional-executive body dissented. 

Other legislative proposals would 
set up new restrictions on corpo- 
fate mergers, revised patent laws, 
cutlaw the basing point price sys-

21 Strikes Over Wages. 


Congress received a report from 
the Office of Production Manage- | 
ment today that 22 of 73 defense 
strikes were called solely over 
union recognition or jurisdiction, 
while 21 hinged ‘purely around 
wages and working conditions. The 
remainder involved both of the two 
groups of issues. 

The.report was placed in the 
Congressional Record by Chairm .1 
Vinson (Dem.), Georgia, -of the 
House Naval Committee. He said 
Eric Nicol, executive assistant to 
Sidney Hillman, associate director 
of the Office of Production Man- 
agement, prepared it, 

The report said that in 33 of the 
disputes which resulted in strikes, 
union relations or recognition 
were a factor, while jurisdictional 
controversy between unions figured 
in seven. 

In the total of 73 strikes, between 
Sept. 8, 1939, and March 21, 1941, 
it said 146, 291 employes had been 
involved.

—Sixty-nine German, Italian -and 
Danish ships were seized by armed 
forces of the United States over 
the week end. to protect them 
against acts of sabotage by their 
crews. 

The Treasury made public a 
compilation covering 28 ‘Italian, 
two German and 35 Danish Ships 
taken into custody by the Coast

Four other 
Danish vessels were taken over by 
the navy in Philippine waters, 
The Treasury said that the 
crews had been removed: fromthe 
65 vessels included in its announce-

Docks of Scharnhorst and 
Gneisenau ‘Straddled’— 
Two German Tankers} 
Sunk in Day Raids, 
London Claims. 


LONDON, March 31 (AP), — 
Royal Air Force bombers and 
fighters blasted the French “in- 
vasion coast” and German channel 
shipping by daylight todey in a 
fiery follow-up tv a night raid by 
“a powerful foree of bombers on | 
the Nazi battleships Scharnhorst 
and Gneisenan at Brest. 

The air over the Dover ‘strait’ 
was humming throughout the 
morning and early afternoon with 
British planes, and the heavy 
crump of falling bombs could be 


heard plainly on this side of the 
channel. 

Observers watching through 
glasses also saw water shooting 
into the air near the German-oc- 
cupied shore. This was believed 
to be a continuation of attacks 
on German shipping which earlier 
in the day were reported by the 
Air Ministry to have left two Ger- 
man tankers afire and sinking off 
Le Havre. 

In last night’s attack on Brest 
the Air Ministry said that no di- 
rect hits were observed on the 
Scharnhorst and Gneisenau, but 
their docks were “straddled from 
all directions by medium, large and 
very large bombs.” 

The 26,000-ton Nazi sister ships 
are believed by the British to 
have led the assault on shipping 
by surface craft and U-boats in re- 
cent operations in the Atlantic. 
(The Germans reported 126,000 
tons of Britsh ships were sunk in 
combined German naval assaults 
On convoys beginning March 22.)

A French Admiralty communi- 
que said: 

“March 30 at 9 a. m. a large 
British naval force attacked in 
French waters between Nemours 
(Algeria) and Oran a convoy of 
four French merchant ships going 
from Casablanca (Morocco) to 
Oran (Algeria) under the escort 
of a single French torpedo boat. 

“The convoy took refuge in Ne- 
mours under the protection of its 
escort, land batteries and aviation. 
These replied to the fire of the 
aggressors and turned them away. 

“The convoy is. safe,and sound.” 

A spokesman said the escort 
vessel was the 1500-ton Semoun. 
He declared the British “aggres- 
sion” was unjustified since it was 
clear the ships were going from 
one French colony to another with 
food for the civil population, 

The French said the British na- 
val ‘forces were made up of a 
cruiser and five torpedo boats. 

This was the first report of 
French resistance to British seiz- 
ure since Admiral Jean Darian, 
Vice-Premier and Foreign Minis- 
ter, announced on March 10 that 
France would attack British block- 
ade ships if necessary to import 
food for this country. 


BRITISH SAY CONVOY 
WASN’T FIRED ON 


LONDON, March 31 (AP).—Brit- 
ish warships seeking to halt a 
French convoy exchanged shots 
with French shore batteries on the 
Algerian coast Sunday morning, the 
Admiralty said, in the fourth clash 
between Britain and its former 
ally since France capitulated to 
Germany last June. 

The Admiralty said “reports had 
been received that the convoy car 
ried important war material for 
Germany” and that Britain’s only 
interest was in the “normal pro- 
cedure of visit and search.”

Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann, in 
two radio broadcasts yesterday, de- 
clared that his party would win in 
the election tomorrow “in spite of 
the most bitter and vicious cam- 
paign of slander that has ever been 
waged in our memory.” Address- 
ing “fellow Democrats,” he said, 
“we will succeed at the polls be- 
cause your neighbors and friends 
know you to be honorable citizens, 
not gangsters and thugs as pic- 
tured by the opposition.” 

The opposition, he said, has 
sought to “becloud the issue—our 
record,” but has failed. Apparently 
then referring to participation of 
the Dickmann-Hannegan machine 
in the scheme to deprive Gov. For- 
rest C. Donnell of his seat, and 
to criticism of this attempt by the 
Post-Dispatch, he went on: 
“Other people, including Senator 
Mike Kinney, who is in a position 
to know, have told the people of 
St. Louis that this charge is abso- 
lutely base and unfounded. Yet 
this newspaper would wipe out our 
record of accomplishments for 
eight years, which they know to 
be great, simply because of this 
one false charge. 

Charges Made Before.

Former Judge William Dee Beck- 
er prepared to end his campaign 
for Mayor today with three radio 
speeches, following a busy sched- 
ule yesterday which included talks 
in the morning, afternoon and 


As the brief but hot campaign 
neared its end, the Republican 
candidate confined himself to a 
summary of his views. “I have held 
nothing back,” he said. “I have 
spoken freely and frankly on any 
issue the opposition has cared to 
present. — 

“I ask your support at the polls 
on Tuesday not merely because 
that will be the surest way to de- 
feat the latest attempt of the 
Dickmann-Hannegan machine to 
thwart your wills on the governor- 
ship question, but also because I 
will head an administration that 
can give the city of St. Louis 
sound, constructive progress, 
Becker was confident and ap- 
parently tireless as he made his 
final tour of the city. He was 
roundly cheered in all of his ap- 
pearances, and the committeemen 
who accompanied him expressed 
their certain convictions that he 
would win, ; : 

A Cause to Fight for.” 
“I’ve been making this crusade 
morning, noon and night,” Becker 
told an audience at the Church of 
Our Lord Jesus Christ on Delmar 
boulevard, “and I’m going to carry 
it to a successful conclusion.

POLICE JOIN. IN SEARCH HERE 
FOR DRUGS MIXED BY ERROR 


City police yesterday were called 
to aid in the search for packages 
containing sulfathiazole and pheno- 
barbital tablets, mixed by mistake 
by the Winthrop Chemical Co. of 
New York. The phenbarbital tab- 
lets, of 7%-grain size, adminis- 
tered ag sulfathiazole, are believed 
to have been the possible cause of 
death of several persons. 

The police were asked by the 
New Jersey Board of Pharmacy to 
search for the mixed tablets in the 
stocks of pharmacists, physicians 
and hospitals. None had been re- 
covered by police this morning. 

Federal food and drug agents 
have recovered several packages 
of the tablets labeled as sulfathia- 
zole from local outlets. Sulfathia- 
zole is administered in large doses 
for the treatmeht of respiratory 
and other infections. Phenobarbital, 
a sedative, if administered in simi- 
lar quantities, can be fatal.

Whole Ship Set Afire.

ABOARD THE BRITISH SUB-

FLEET, March $81 (AP).—The 
British submarine Parthian tor- 
pedoed two heavily laden Italian 
supply ships in a daylight attack 
on an enemy convoy near the edge 
of Italy’s toe. 

Creeping within close range in 
the Straits of Messina, the Par- 
thian sent torpedoes into the con- 
voy of three ships and an escort- 
ing sloop, three projectiles each 
striking two vessels. 

The sharp metallic clang of tor- 
pedoes striking the sides of a 6000- 
ton supply ship and a 10,000-ton oil 
tanker was followed by heavy ex- 
plosions which started the vessels 
toward the bottom of the sea. 

The Parthian plunged toward 
the bottom to escape depth charges 
dropped by the convoy’s escort sloop 
and anti-submarine motorboats. 
The skipper, Commander M. G.

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WASHINGTON, March $1 (AP). 
~The United 
Court held today that the Federal 
Government cannot sye for triple 
damages claimed to result from 
price-fixing by competitors in vio- 
lation of the Sherman anti-trust 
law. 

The right to file suit was sought 
by the Justice Department, for 
the first time since the Sherman 
Act was passed 50 years ago, as 
a Weapon to curb any price fix- 
ing that developed in connection 
with the defense program. 

Justice Roberts delivered the 
decision, involving a suit for triple 
damages against 17 rubber tire 
mianufacturing companies accused 
of ‘illegally conspiring to fix “col- 
lusive prices” in 1936 and 1937 
that were “identical to the penny.” 

Iustices Black, Reed and Doug- 
las dissented. Justice Murphy did 
not participate. 

Justice Roberts said the United 
States was not a “person” within 
the meaning of the anti-trust law 
and hence could not maintain the 
suit. 

A provision of the Sherman Act 
permits “any person” to sue for 
triple damages resulting from con- 
spiracies which restrain interstate 
commerce, 

“We are of opinion,” the major- 
ity opinion concluded, “that the 
text of the act. taken in its natural 
am ordinary sense, makes against 
the extension of the term ‘per- 
son’ to include the United States 
and that the usual aids to construc- 
tion, taken together, instead’ of 
inducing the contrary conclusion, 
go to support the view that Con- 
gress did not use the word in the 
sense for which the Government 
contends.” 

Justice Black, who wrote the 
dissenting opinion, said he thought 
Congress intended “to give equal 
protection to all persons” injured 
by price-fixing resulting from com- 
bination or conspiracy. 

“No plausible reason,” he added, 
“has been hazarded to prove that 
the Government as a purchaser of 
goods needs less protection from 
unlawful combinations than do 
other buyers. Many deplorable in- 
stances in our history, in fact, indi- 
cate the contrary.” 

Suit to regover $1,053,474—three 
times the damages claimed to have 
been sustaineg@—was filed in the 
Southern New York Federal Dis- 
trict Court. . : 

Both the District Court and the 
Federal Circuit Court at New York 
dismissed the Government’s suit 
on the ground that it was not a

TRUCK TAX SUIT 
RETRIAL ORDERED 


WASHINGTON, March 31 (AP). 
—The United States Supreme Court 
returned to a United States Dis- 
trict Court in Western Missouri to- 
day litigation filed by the Missouri 
Public Service Commission for 
damages claimed against 76 motor 
carriers for alleged failure to pay 
aH State taxes due. 

' Justice Black delivered the unan- 
imous opinion, which directed a 
single district Judge to hear the 
controversy. 

He said that a three-Judge Unit- 
ed States Court in Western Missou- 
ri had erred in dismissing a mo- 
tion for assessment of damages. 

“It is especially fitting,” Justice 
Black added, “that equity exert its 
full strength in order to protect 
from loss a State whichhas been 
injured by reason of a suspension 
of enforcement of State laws im- 
posed by equity itself.”

ports was given as the Alfiera, 
which is not listed in recent au- 
thoritative naval manuals. There 
is a Vittorio Alfieri, however, and 
naval officials said this might be 
the one meant. 

Naval officials unhesitatingly 

called the action, in which Greek 
naval forces participated, the royal 
navy’s outstanding success of the 
‘war. 
A Reuters (British news agency) 
dispatch from Alexandria quoted 
the captain of the sunken cruiser 
Pola as saying that the damaged 
Italian battleship of the Littorio 
elass was the Vittorio Veneto. 

The British believe Italy now 
has left only two—or perhaps four 
—undamaged battleships, of eight 
at the start of the war, and 13 of 
the 19 cruisers it had. Two bat- 
tleships under construction, the 
Roma and Impero, may have been 
launched since Italy entered the 
war, they said. The Roma and 
Impero were laid down in~ 1938. 
Three Italian battleships were re- 
ported to have been damaged in 
the Nov. 11 raid{/on Taranto. 

Two British planes are missing 
as a result. of the action against 
the Fascists in /Ionian waters off 
Greece, betwéen the Islands of 
‘Sicily and Crete, and two German 
‘d@ive-bombers were shot down, the 
Admiralty said. 

“Severe losses were inflicted on 
the enemy,” the Admiralty’s third 
communique on the encounter as- 
serted, but “no damage or casual- 
ties have been: sustained by any of 
of our ships.” 

Admiralty officials were aston- 
ished at the low price Sir Andrew 
B, Cunningham’s forces had to pay 
for the victory. 

(The German and Italian high 
commands in Sunday communi- 
ques said German planes had 
scored three bomb hits on a Brit- 
ish aircraft carrier and that an 
Italian plane had torpedoed a light 
British eruiser.) 


British Account of Battle. 

“Air reconnaissance on March 27 
reported a force of enemy war- 
ships to the eastward of Cape 
Passero in Sicily steering to the 
East,” the British Admiralty’s ac- 
count of the batle said: 

“On the morning of March 28 
our light forces sighted one Lit- 
torio class battleship, accompanied 
by cruisers, to the southwest of 
Crete, while air reconnaissance re- 
ported two battleships, cruisers 
and destroyers to the north of this 
position. 

“After being sighted, the enemy 
gradually hauled round to the west- 
ward, proceeding at high speed. 

“On receiving the news that a 
fleet action was expected, a squad- 
ron of Greek naval forces hastened 
to take up a strategic position with 
our fleet. 

Bombers Slow Warships’ Speed. 

“During the day the Littorio 
class battleship was repeatedly 
successfully attacked with  tor- 
pedoes by our naval aircraft. The 
battleship was seriously damaged 
and her speed was considerably 
reduced. 

““A successfyl atteck was also 
made by bombers of the R. A. F. 
who scored several hits on cruis- 
ers and destroyers. The loss of 


tacks enabled our heavier ships to 
gain contact. with the enemy but 
it was only. as darkness fell (Fri- 
day) that close action was joined. 

“Our battleships with accom- 
panying light forces went into the 
attack and as already announced 
the eight-inch cruisers Pola, Zara 
and Fiume, the large destroyer 
Vincenzo Gioberti, and the destroy- 
er Maestrale were sunk. 

“It is probable that one other 
destroyer was sunk and possible 


that. the six-inch cruiser Giovanni. 


delle BanGe Nere was sunk as 
well. 

“Damage was séen to be in- 
flicted on other enemy ships but 
details. could not be established 
owing to the darkness and the 
speed at which the action was 
being fought. 

“Two Junkers 88 dive bombers 
were shot down during the day- 
light operations. 

Rescue of Italian Survivors. 

“On the morning of March 29 
nearly 1000 Italian survivors were 
rescued. It would have been pos- 
sible to save 200 or 300 more but 
for attacks by German bombers 
on the ships engaged in the task 
of rescuing Italian seamen. 

“In these circumstances further 
risk to the rescuing vessels could 
not be accepted. The Commander- 
in-Chief. of the Mediterranean 
forces made a signal to the chief 
of the Italian ‘naval staff indicat- 
ing the position of the survivors 
whom he had been forced to aban- 
don and suggesting that a hospital 
ship be sent. 

“A reply was received. and it ‘is 
therefore possible that some of the 
men may be rescued. Among those 
saved was Captain Despisi of the 
Italian cruiser Pola. Admiral Can- 
toni, commanding the Italian eight- 
inch cruiser squadron, is miss- 
ing.” | | 

Description of Italian Ships. 

Sinking of the three cruisers, 
Fiume, Pola and Zara, apparently 
leaves only the Gorizia in the 10,- 
000-ton Zara class. 

Each of the ships carried a nor- 
mal crew of 750 men-and were ves- 
sels of an overall length of 6599.5 


feet. Each was armed with eight 


eight-inch guns, 12 3.9-inch guns, 
as well as 10 37-mm. and eight 13- 
mm. anti-aircraft guns. None was 
equipped with torpedo tubes, but 
each carried catapult-laurched air- 
craft. 

All were rated at 32 knots but 
had done better than 33 in eight- 
hour speed trials. The Zara made 
34.2 knots in its trial. 

One of the Oriani class of -de- 
stroyers, the 1729-ton Vincenzo 
Gioberti, carried a crew of 257 and 
was capable of a speed of 39 knots, 
The armament included. four 4.7- 
inch guns, eight 37-mm. and four 
13-mm. anti-aircraft guns and six 
21-inch torpedo tubes. 

The Maestrale, one of Italy’s 
Grecale class of destroyers, was a 
1449-ton vessel with the (same 
armaments as the Vincenzo’ Gio- 
berti, but with a rated speed of 
only 38 *knots.and a normal crew 
of 153.

hopes, which pancaked more than’ 


@ year ago following the failure of 
plans to bring Jack Sutherland 
here as head football coach, came 
to life today with the report that 
plans are being submitted to the 
Corporation board for strengthen- 
ing the Bears. 

The plan, according to informa- 
tion received by the Post-Dispatch 
from authoritative sources, in- 
volves football scholarships for both 
varsity and freshman players and 
a fund to help athletes with neces- 
sary expenses. 

Here are some of the features, 
as outlined: 

Awarding of 25 varsity football 
tuition scholarships; awarding of 
25 football tuition scholarships for 
freshmen and the raising of a fund, 
said to be $15,000 in order to help 
the athletes pay for board, room 
and books. 

The scholarships will be award- 
ed worthy candidates by the Uni- 
versity and the fund, it is said, 
is to be raised by friends of the 
University intefested in the un- 
hypocritical, open and above board 
sport development. 

It is felt that boys who, by rea- 
son of athletic prowess or for other 
reasons, can contribute something 
to the life of the University, who 
want to go to Washington but 
who, because of finances, cannot 
make the grade should be helped 
and helped openly by the Uni- 
versity. 

The plan which, it is said will 
be proposed to the Board of Di- 
rectors of the University  cor- 
poration with promise of adoption 
in the next few weeks would have 
a definite upturn effect on Wash- 
ington University athletics. 

There is no idea of bringing in 
“tramp” athletes to bolster the 
college teams. Rather, the schol- 
arship awards and the financial 
help will’ go to those boys in this 
district to aid them in taking up 
the money slack between entrance 
to Washington and to, for instance, 
State universities. 

Should the plan go through as 
expected, Washington University 
athletics would be on the firmest 
basis for many years and a nat- 
ural improvement in the various 
sports at the school would seem 
certain to follow. 

Coach Frank Loebs almost 
fainted, in a manner of speaking, 
when advised of the plan. 

“I hope it’s true,” he said, “but 
I know nothing about it. We've 
been trying to get some system 
working out here and I know the 
university would like to help the 
athletes and several. prominent 
men have interested themselves 

“But 50 scholarships! That 
sounds like hot air to me.” 

The proposal, if carried out, 
would be a boon to Washington 
University football which was able 
to attract so few freshmen last 
year that a team couldn’t be 
formed to play practice games. 

Dr. Frank Ewerhardt, faculty 
representative on the Athletic 
Board denied any such plan was 
being proposed. “There is abso- 
lutely nothing to the report” he

cago U. President.

the United States, made yesterday by President Robert Maynard 
Hutchins of the University of Chicago at the regular Sunday 


CHICAGO, March $1 (AP), 
address on peace or war for 


morning service in Rockefeller Memorial Chapel at the university: 


“We hear on every side that war 
js inevitable, even that we are at 
war, and that there is nothing we 
can do about it. 

“Things look black. The Presi- 
dent now calls for ‘total victory’ 
over ‘the enemy’ and urges upon 
us the determination needed to 
win. 

“Still there is a chance that 
thesé remarks are for foreign con- 
sumption and do not mean what 
they seem to mean. They seem to 
mean that the British, Chinese and 
Greeks are our allies. If this is so, 
it is immoral to let them die for 
us while we sit safely at home. 
We should have been in the war 
from the start. We should fight 
now. And if we are actually to 
press on to total victory, we must 
fight. We are not justified in 
hoping that the Axis will suffer 
total defeat without full American 
participation in the war. 

“Two days after war broke out 
in Europe the President assured 
the nation he would do everything 
he could to keep it at peace. He 
has repeated these assurances again 
and again, Every speech he made 
during the campaign contained a 
pledge to keep the country out of 
war. The night before the elec- 
tion he said, “We propose and ex- 
pect to continue our lives in peace.” 
Two weeks ago he said, “Do not 
let us waste time reviewing the 
past or fixing or dodging the blame 
for it.” But I cannot believe that 
this means that he wants us to 
forget his promises to pursue & 
policy of peace. 


People Do Not 
Want to Go to War. 


“Until we are engaged in mili- 
tary action we must continue to 
hope that we can avoid the uilti- 
mate catastrophe. We stand on 
the brink of war. But we have 


not been attacked. The burden of 
proof rests on those who claim we 
are about to be. We have not lost 
the power to decide for peace or 
war. We still have a chance to 
catch our breath, reflect a little, 
and take a last look around before 
we plunge into the abyss. The 
President is a democratic leader. 
One of his greatest qualities is his 
sense of responsibility to the peo- 
ple. If he is moving toward war, 
he must be doing it in the convic- 
tion that the people Want him to. 
If this is his conviction, he is mis- 
taken. 

“The people have never had a 
chance to express themselves on 
the issue of war or peace. The 
election gave them no chance. 
Both parties declared for peace. 
Both candidates declared for peace. 

“No one should know better than 
Mr. Roosevelt that the newspapers 
are not always a reliable index of 
public opinion. Even if most of 
the newspapers are for war, it is no 
more significant than that only a 
third of them were for Roosevelt 
in 1936 and only a fifth of them 
for him in 1940. 

“The Gallup poll shows that the 
people are for peace and that they 

trust Mr. Roosevelt to keep them 
at peace. The Gallup question pub- 
lished 10 days ago was, “If you 
were asked to vote on the question 
of the United States entering the 
war against Germany and Italy, 
how would you vote—to go into 
the war or to stay out of the war? 
Eighty-three per cent of those 
asked said they would vote to stay 
out. The percentage yoting to stay 
out was higher than it was a year 
ago. On the other hand, when the 
question has been, “Do you favor 
aiding Britain at the risk of war? 
the majority of those asked have 
said yes. We can only infer that 
the people want peace and that 
relying on Mr. Roosevelt’s prom- 
ises of peace they have been will- 
ing to help Britain at the risk of 
war.

“There can be no doubt that the 
people of this country prefer the 
Government of Britain to the gov- 
ernments of its allies or its ene- 
mies. Britain is a constitutional 
state and has been the inspiration 
of many constitutional states. We 
prefer ‘the governments of China, 
Greece and Turkey to those of the 
Axis. ut we cannot use the word 
democracy to describe every coun- 
try that is or may be at war with 
the Axis. If Russia is attacked by 
Germany, will she be welcomed into 
the choir of democracies? 


“If we go to war, what are we 
going to war for? The British pro- 
pose to defeat the Axis. What they 
propose to do then they do not say. 
They have repeatedly refused to 
say. Yet the United States is en- 
titled to know. Are we to rush to 
arms every time the British Em- 
pire is in danger? If so, we are en- 
titled to know what the future pol- 
icy of the British Empire is to be. 
Are we to put down every. tyrant 
that arises in Europe? If so, we 
are entitled to know what is to be 
done to keep each tyrant from be- 
ing worse than the last. 


What Do We Do 
- About Russia? 


“If we go to war, what are we go- 
ing to war for? The only specific 
statement the President has made 
on the course we are to pursue 
after the war is found in two sen- 
tenc:s in his last speech. He said, 
"We believe that any nationality, 
n6 matter how small, has the in- 
herent right to its own nationhood.’ 
To the same effect he said, ‘There 
never has been, there isn’t now, 
and there never will be any race 
of people fit to serve as masters 
over their fellow men.’ Do these 
statements imply the restoration of 
pre-war boundaries in Austria, 
Czecho-Slovakia, Memel, Danzig, Po- 
jand, France, China and Rumania? 
Is this undertaking to be world- 
wide? If so, how do we induce 
Russia to restore the pre-war 
boundaries of Estonia, Latvia, Lith- 
uania, Finland and Poland? 

“If we succeed in re-establishing 
these boundaries, how do we know 
they will last? The boundaries we 
helped lay~down the last time fell 
apart in 20 years. And we tried to 
lay them down on the same 
principle that the President pro- 
poses now: the-principle of self- 
determination. 


“And what do we do about the 
countries which were victims of 
aggression before 19397 Is every- 
body who stole anything before 
that date to keep it, and every- 
body who stole anything after it 
to give it up? What do we do 
about Hongkong, the .Malay States, 
the Dutch East Indies, French 
Indo-China, Afriéa, and, above all, 
India? If there never has been, 
isn’t now, and never will be any 
race of people fit to serve as 
masters over their fellow men, how 
can we tolerate the mastery of 
the white race over our yellow, 
brown, and black fellow men 
throughout the world? 

“If we go to war, what are we 
going to war for? We are stirred, 
but not enlightened, by the great 
phrase—the four freedoms—which 
the President has used as the gen- 
eral statement of our aims. Free 
dom of worship, freedom of speech, 
freedom from want, and freedom 
from fear—if we go to war, we go 
to establish these four freedoms 
everywhere. ° 


New Conception of 
White Man’s Burden. 


“The President cannot literally 
mean that we are to fight on till 
the four freedoms ring everywhere. 
If we are to be responsible for the 
four freedoms everywhere, we must 
have authority everywhere. We 
must force the four freedoms upon 
people who might prefer to do 
without them rather than accept 
them from the armed missionaries 
of the United States. This new 
imperialism, this revised concep- 
tion of the White Man’s Burden, 
this modern version of America’s 
Manifest Destiny is a repudiation 
of the presidential teaching that 
there never has been, isn’t now, 
and never will be any race of 
people fit to serve as masters over 
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Mexico to Patagonia we must send 
our legions to convert our good 
neighbors by force of arms, - 
“The President cannot mean this, 
for it is a program of perpetual 
war, war in Latin-America, war in 
the Far East, war in the South 
Seas, and even war with Britain. 
Mr. Roosevelt must mean that by 
defeating the Axis we shall rid the 
world of those governments at pres- 
ent most aggressive in their attack 
on the four freedoms. During or 
after the war we shall have to 
figure out the next steps: how to 
establish and maintain govern- 
ments that believe in the four 
freedoms. The first step is war. 
Here, then, is the real issue. Is 
the path to war the path to free- 
dom? 
“This war, if we enter it, will 
be long, hard, and bloody. ‘We do 
not have the choice between a short 
war abroad and a prolonged period 
of militarization at home. The 
‘enemy’ now controls all of Europe 
and part of Asia, and is not yet 
driven from Africa, We have no 
evidence that the. totalitaritarian 
regimes will fly to pieces when 
their opponents get superiority in 
the air, or even that superiority 
can be achieved. 


Is Total War the 


Path to Freedom? 


“Total: war for total victory 
against totalitarian states can best 
be conducted by totalitarian states. 
The reason is simple. A totali- 
tarian state is nothing but a mili- 
tary machine, A totalitarian state 
will be more effective in war than 
any other kind of state. A demo- 
cratic state 1s organized for the 
happiness of its citizens. But their 
happiness cannot be considered in 
total war. Every one of them must 
become a cog in the military ma- 
chine. If the United States is to 
proceed through total war to total 
victory over totalitarian states, it 
will have to become totalitarian, 
too. 

“Is total war, then, the path to 
freedom? We seek freedom from 
want, and we impoverish ourselves. 
We seek freedom from: fear, and 
we terrorize ourselves. We seek 
freedom of worship and freedom of 
speech, and we suppress them, 

“And when total] victory has 
been won, will the totalitarian ad- 
ministration end? We may find 
a clue in England. A responsible 
member of the British Cabinet, Sir 
Archibald Sinclair, publicly sup- 
ports a proposal that there shall 
be no elections in England for 
three years after the war. The 
reason is clear. Poverty and disil- 
lusionment will make democracy 
dangerous. . 

“What will be America’s fate 
after a long, hard, and bloody 
war? In times of peace we have 
had ten million unemployed; we 
shall have at least that many 
again. We shall have an enormous 
debt. Repudiation and inflation 
may rid us of that—and at the 
same time of the middle class. 
Having exhausted our resources in 
getting guns, we shall have none 
for butter, houses, relief, social se- 
curity, or education. We shall 
have want and fear, and we may 
have the maintenance of order by 
a government scarcely distinguish- 
able from those which we went 
forth to fight. We may have the 
kind of freedom proclaimed by 
one of Napoleon’s marshals to the 
German towns. He said, “My 
friends, I bring you perfect lib- 
erty. But be prudent, I shoot the 
first man who stirs.” 


“There are those who say, “of 
course, if we go to war, we shall 
have totalitdrianism in this coun- 
try. But if we try to sta@y at peace, 
we shall have all this and Hitler, 
too, Unless we go over and get 
Hitler, Hitler will come over and 
get us.’

UITE properly and intelligent- 
Q ly England doesn’t state any 

hard and fast war aims—ex- 
cept to defeat Hitler—but in a 
more general way both Prime Min- 
ister Churchill and President 
Roosevelt have stated aspirations 
which might be called war aims, 
even for us who are not supposed 
to be at war. 

Roosevelt’s aims are to insure 
to the whole world the “four free- 
doms: “(1) of expression, (2) of 
worship, (3) from want, (4) from 
fear. He hints that we shall take 
part in this reconstruction of the 
state of mankind at “no distant 
millennium” but “within our own 
time and generation.” Churchill 
has promised us a part in this 
great reform: “And the day will 
come when the British Empire and 
the United States will share to- 
gether the solemn and splendid 
duties which are the crown of vic- 
tory.” 

More and more emphasis is. be- 
ing placed on this high endeavor 
by those who from the beginning 
of this European conflict have 
wished us on toward war. . They 
started out insisting on “measures 
short of war” to help England, 
because to help it was “not to get 
us into war but to keep us out— 
to keep the war from our shores.” 
Now louder and louder that chorus 
cries that we shall fight to remake 
a sorry world, ; 

‘Experts’ in Discussion. 

Fortune Magazine conducted re- 
cently an instructive round table 
discussion by “experts,” the result 
of which is published in the cur- 
rent issue. It is true the confer- 
ence was rather heavily weighted 
with American interventionists and 
intellectuals who were participants 
from countries now involved in or 
conquered by this war, but the 
debate was free and failry reported. 
The “majority” concluded that, at 
the end of the war, a new order 
can be created if, “for its own 
best interests,” the United States 
agrées “at once to assume a large 
share of responsibility for recon- 
struction of the post-war world.” 

This means, of course, get in the 
war and get ready to pay the bills 


fat the end of it. They don’t ex- 


actly propose “union now with 
Britain” but they want Britain and 
us to create “at once a superior 
military and naval nucleus around 
which the other peoples can gradu- 
ally be rallied.” 
That doesn’t sound much lik 
“aid to Britain only to keep us out 
of war.” Churchill, whose ear is 
properly and accurately attuned 
to what goes on here, expressed 
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somewhat the same thought in his 
latest report on the conduct of the 
war. “Britain could, I believe, 


‘gave itself for the time being,” he 


said, “but it will take the com- 
bined efforts of the whole English- 
speaking world to save mankind 
and Europe from the menace of 
Hitlerism aad open the paths of 
progress to the people.” 


Hard to Reconcile. 


It is pretty hard to reconcile 
all this with the former slogans 
about our having to put out to 
savé England, not as an alliance 
with it, but in order to keep our 
boys away from European battle- 
fields and about this being a war 
of machines and not of men and 
Britain doesn’t need or want our 
troops on the other side. 

More and more boldly all the 
wraps are being taken off, and 
it is becoming clearer that we are 
being nudged, goaded, cozened and 
shoved—as one or the other meth- 
od seems at the time most appro- 
priate—into a new Utopian adven- 
ture to make the whole world safe 
for something or other, largely at 
our expense and in some kind of 
partnership with the British Em- 
pire in a military, naval and air 
alliance to dominate the globe. 


This is all'right, if that is what 
our people want, but that is very 
far beyond what they have been 
told until very recently. It is the 
precise reverse of what they have 
been told. It is true it is impos- 
sible to state war aims precisely 
but it is not’ impossible to state

What War Would Mean. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

_ ¥N a recent release, the Gallup poll re- 
i ported that while the majority of Amer- 
icans favored the Lease-Lend Act, Amer- 
icans were still opposed, by a ratio of 
more than 8 to 2, to our “entering” the 
war. 

If this sampling is reasonably accurate, 
' how is it possible for such a large propor- 

+ tion of our people to delude themselves 

' with the idea that the increasingly war- 
like activities against warlike nations 
which we are daily instituting under that 
act will not sooner or later bring war, 
declared or undeclared? 

Can this inconsistent attitude arise 
from the hope that matters won’t go that 

far or that, if they do, we can get by 
with, or England will be content with, a 
- quasi-war or a reasonably close facsimile 

of war? Can it indicate a naive belief 
that war will not greatly affect us, that 
Germany will succumb to long-distance 
sniping or toa safe and cheap campaign of 
blockade or to a pecking away at her 
with bombs from the air or shells from 
the North Sea? 

If so, these Americans had better awak- 
en from their dreaming and face cold, 
gray facts. At this very moment we are 
only one step, one very short step, from 
war, and if that war comes, Germany 
will have to be crushed in the same way 

' other great military machines have had 
to be crushed since time immemorial—by 
huge masses of infantry. 

Before the last “war to end all wars” 
was fought to a decision, more than 
65,000,000 men had been mobilized, over 
37,400,000 casualties were recorded, over 
21,200,000 were wounded and over 8,500,- 

- 000 had died or been killed. 

Are we simple enough to think that 
victory in the present war will cost less 
in human life? 

Yes, let’s have the plain horse sense to 
face that. There will have to be another 
A. E. F. then, and Americans will die 
there, not by the thousands but by the 
millions. 

Nearly all of us sincerely hope that 

' England will win, but regardless of what 

| befalls England, America can and will 

- survive. 

If a nation of 130,000,000 people, with 
two vast oceans before its coasts, with 
the most superb fleet in history to carry 
its flag, with the lion’s share of the 
world’s foodstuffs, wealth, oil, chemicals, 
minerals and machinery—if such a nation 
must cling for safety, whimpering and 
sniveling, to the skirts of an island peo- 
ple, 2000 miles away, it is too weak-spir- 
ited to survive long in any case.

It did not take President Roosevelt long to imple- 
ment his promise of “courage and more courage— 
action and more action.” Hardly had his Jackson 
day speech died away in. the microphones than 
United States agents had taken control of the two 
German, 28 Italian and 35 Axis-controlled Danish 
ships in our harbors. 

The act was clearly foreshadowed. On Friday 
Attorney General Jackson gave one of his miade-to- 
order legal opinions on international law, conclud- 
ing that hostile acts against the Axis countries were 
justified. Then came President Roosevelt’s vigorous 
speech on board the Potomac. Finally, the dramatic 
action, Although Italian sabotage of some of the 
vessels was given as the reason for the seizure, 
it is possible the step was already planned and the 
Italians destroyed their engines because they got 
wind of it. Three Axis ships sailed hurriedly from 
South American ports on Saturday, it might be 
noted. 

Where do we stand now? We have helped the 
British considerably with their shipping problem. 
How quickly the engines of the 20 or so sabotaged 
ships can be repaired or replaced is a question. But 
there are 45 ships supposedly untouched to start 
with. In Central and South America are a larger 
number of Axis ships. It is possible these coun- 
tries will follow our lead in the matter, Whether 
the ships are given to England directly or placed on 
our own trade routes and a corresponding number 
of American boats released to Britain, they should 
have some influence in the Battle of the Atlantic. 

By the old rules of neutrality, we have committed 
an act of war. However, neutrality went by the 
boards some time ago. In the present anarchy of 
international law, we will have committed an act 
of war if Hitler and Mussolini choose to regard it 
as such. In this case, they will probably let it pass. 
It is more to their interest not to provoke the Unit- 
ed States into full participation. 

The ship seizures, bold as they were, may be 
regarded in the light of a step still short of con- 
voys. Convoys are the “act of war” that would in- 
evitably produce shooting, and the consequences of 
shooting could not easily be avoided, ‘ 

Although the Lease-Lend Act carries no authoriza- 
tion to this effect, President Roosevelt has, if one 
believes his words, decided to underwrite the battle 
of the Atlantic. There is a belief he may not hesi- 
tate, if pressed by events, to send convoys. The pal- 
liative thing about the ship seizures is this: It in- 
dicates Mr. Roosevelt is still aware of the dangers 
of convoys and seems ready to use them only as a 
last resort. He is trying every other expedient first, 
in the hope of avoiding, or at worst postponing, the 
use of convoys. 

In this fact lies whatever comfort the 83 per cent 
of the American people who are anxious to avoid 
war can gain from this essentially provocative step. 
But they may well be disturbed at the continued drift 
toward belligerent action. 

These people-may wonder at some of the implica- 
tions of the President’s Saturday address. Has the 
seizure of the Axis ships satisfied the requirement of 
“courage and more courage—action and more 
action”? What did he mean when he pledged our 
“power” to the struggle as well as our “resources”? 
What ground was he preparing with his statement 
that all those who want peace are unwitting todle of 
“the most brutal war-mongers of all time”? 

Let the President not forget that to these same 
people, less than five months ago, he made the most 
categorical promises to keep them out of war. He 
said at Philadelphia on Oct. 23:

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MR, HUTCHINS’ ARGUMENT. 
Far as we may have drifted toward the brink of 
war, we need not, inevitably, plunge into disaster. 
There is still time for a good, long look around. And 
that look should keep the United States at peace. 

Such was the radio argument advanced Sun- 
day morning by Robert M. Hutchins, president of 
the University of Chicago, And to all but the most 
unreasonable, it must have been one of the most sin- 
cere, the most deeply reasoned, the most patriotic 
appeals ever addressed to Americans. This conclu- 
sion must have been inescapable whether, in the 
end, they agreed with My, Hutchins or not. 

The people of the United States do not want war, 
he said very simply. They had no opportunity to 
make that clear in Jast November's election, but they 
did have, on the eve of the voting, the President’s 
very clear and oft-repeated pledge that he would 
keep us out of war. ; 

The passage of the lease-lend bill did not change 
this, said Mr. Hutchins, It has not given President 
Roosevelt a mandate to make war, It was advertised 


as a measure to keep us at peace, to keep us at peace’ 


by aiding Britain, and it was so accepted. 

As for the President's “four freedoms,” the phrase, 
according to Mr. Hutchins, has been more stirring 
than enlightening. President Roosevelt has pro- 
mulgated the Wilsonian doctrine of self-determina- 
tion for all nations, He has denounced the Hitler 
‘doctrine of a master race. Are we, then, to become 
the “armed missionaries” of the four freedoms? 

There is no escape from our problems, national 
and international, in war, Mr. Hutchins believes. 
Total war inevitably means the suppression of the 
four freedoms. And tyranny cannot be purged from 
the world by invoking tyranny. 

Our task, he declared, is to make ourselves strong, 
to solve our own problems, to set such an example 
of working democracy that it will become a light 
among the nations. 

All this is not one man’s view. It is the articula- 
tion of the view of millions and millions of Ameri- 
cans. There is another point of view, another argu- 
ment abroad in the land. If it is to prevail honestly, 
it must overcome the Hutchins logic. 
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OPEN SESAME FOR KING CAROL. 

There is a flurry of hospitality on this side of the 
ocean for Rumania’s King Carol, and for his mis- 
tress, Madame Lupescu. They have already received 
visas to enter Argentina, Chile and Mexico. 

We have always been strong for making the Amer- 
icas the symbol of rescue to those who have managed 
to flee the Hitler-Mussolini reign of terror. But 
each in his turn, King Carol has wasted little time 
in establishing his retuke. But just the other day it 
was reported that, of the hundreds of thousands 
of refugees now herded in French concentration 
camps, only those who had applied as early as 1938 
have begun to make progress. 

King Carol is a butcher who conducted one of the 
most brutal and corrupt dictatorships of the last 
decade. He topped off his devotion to democratic 
ideals by shooting, without trial, some hyndreds of 
Rumanian Iron Guardists, Many of the refugees so 
far denied admittance are doctors, lawyers, profes- 
sors and plain people who have endured the agonies 
of the Spanish battlefronts and the German con- 
centration camps rather than renounce their loyalty 
to democracy. They are real anti-Fascists. 

On just what basis are the American governments 
deciding refugee*priorities? 

A SEVERE SETBACK FOR THE AXIS. 

London today has a great naval victory to 
cheer about—the sinking of five Italian warships 
(and possibly more) in the Mediterranean, at the cost 
of only two British planes. It is Britain's greatest 
seg victory of the war, and the most one-sided tri- 
umph in maritime history since the Battle of Ma- 
nila Bay. 

This is more than a major naval victory, however: 
it is a great strategic victory for the British cause. 
Together with the accelerated rout in Eastern Africa, 
it underscores the collapse of the Italian military 
machine, both in fighting ability and in morale. It 
increases the dominance of British naval forces in 
the Eastern Mediterranean, thus opening the way 
for safe and speedy troop movements from Africa to 
the Balkan front. Undoubtedly, it will bolster the 
Yugoslav spirit of resistance to the Nazi threat. And 
it must be causing the Japanese Foreign Minister, 
now visiting his Axis allies, to do some deep and 
sober: thinking. 

Matsuoka is due in Rome today. He will get the 
customary all-out welcome, but the atmosphere can 
Whatever verbal argu- 
ments the Italians can extend, they cannot silence 
the more eloquent evidence of Greece and Albania, 
of Libya, Eritrea and Ethiopia, and of the new dis- 
aster in the Mediterranean. If the Japanese were 
cautious before about undertaking an offensive 
against Singapore and the Dutch East Indies, there 
is even greater reason for caution today. 

With the Italian end of the Axis smastied, and 
the German end of it suffering a major diplomatic 
blow in the Balkans, the moment is scarcely pro- 
pitious for the Japanese partner to risk emerging 
from its present wary stage of non-belligerency,

pital. He was 71 years old, and 
had been ill for several months. 

The funeral will be at 2:30 
o’clock Wednesday afternoon at the 
Kron undertaking chapel, 2707 
North Grand boulevard. Burial 
will be in Valhalla Cemetery. 

Mr. Strodtman had been in busi- 
ness at 3607 North Broadway since 
1887, when he entered the firm 
then headed by his father, George 
Strodtman. He had lived for 44 
years in the home at 4407 Strodt- 
man place, formerly North Twen- 
ty-first street. Besides his realty 
operations, he served as president 
of the Roosevelt Federal Savings 
& Loan Association, with head- 
quarters at the real estate office. 

Mr. Strodtman, long active in 
politics, was elected Republican 
committeeman from. the * First 
Ward, .and in 1920, chairman of 
the Republican City Committee. In 
June, 1923, Gov. Arthur M. Hyde 
appointed him Sheriff, following 
the death of Sheriff Charles E. 
Mohrstadt. He retired from office 
at the expiration of the term a 
year and a half later, but in 1928 
was nominated and elected to the 
office of Sheriff. 

Abandoned Fee Practice. 

In his first term as Sheriff he 
abandoned the practice, followed 
by his predecessors, of retaining 
all fees of the office. He held that 
the Sheriff's compensation was in- 
tended to be limited to the $10,000 
a year fixed by law, and he re- 
tained that amount, and no more, 
from receipts of the office. As the 
law was not definite, he sponsored 
a bill in the Legislature, which be- 
came a law, placing the Sheriff on 
a $10,000 salary and requiring him 
to turn excess fees into the city 
treasury. :

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DR CHEDSEY SAYS HE HOPKINS’ GENERAL STAFF

WAS VEN NO HEARING

HILE no gevernmental agen- 
cy can be judged except by 
its work, it is at least certain 

that the “central staff’ Harry L. 


ing around him possesses great 
potential importance. For it may 
fill the aching void which has ex- 
isted in the center of the adminis- 
tration ever since the American 
war effort began. 

The. nature of this void is sim- 
ple. The creaking governmental 
machinery has been suddenly re- 
quired to produce a tremendous, 
quite abnormal head of power. It 
has badly needed,a super-charger, 
to keep it up to the mark. Because 
the President has been too pre- 
occupied with the endless routine 
of his office, no such super-charg- 
er has been created. But now, if 
all goes well, Hopkins’ central staff 
will be the super-charger, collect- 
ing data for presidental decisions 
on grand strategy, tackling war 
problems as they arise instead of 
when they become too acute to 
be ignored, and in general push- 
ing the effort forward on a broad 
front. 


Subject to Change. 

HE central staff's history, to 
T date, is brief. Having been 

the chief apostle of compro- 
mise in the President’s immediate 
circle, Hopkins suffered a com- 
plete conversion during his three 
weeks in Britain with Winston 
Churchill. Returning to this coun- 
try a burning advocate of all-out 
aid for Britain, he wanted to help. 
Accordiagly, when the President 
made the Secretaries of State, 
Treasury, War and Navy a four- 
man War Cabinet to administer the 
“lease-lend” law, he named Hop- 
kins the War Cabinet’s secretary. 
And even before the “lease-lend” 
law was enacted, Hopkins began 
to recruit assistants, borrowing a 
lawyer, Oscar Cox, and an econo- 
mist; George Haas, expert on Brit- 
ish needs; Philip Young, all from 
the Treasury, and a military ex- 
pert, Maj. Gen. James H. Burns, 
from the War Department. 


This quartet and Hopkins im- 
mediately started work with the 
“plus-four committee,” as Secre- 
tary of War Stimson nicknamed 
the War Cabinet Together they 
drew up the rough British-Ameri- 
can joint production schedule, ar- 
ranged the transfers of war ma-, 
terials to Britain under the “lease- 
lend” law, and prepared the $7,- 
000,000,000 aid-Britain appropria- 
tion bill. Meanwhile the President 
had. conferred on them an even 
broader responsibility, asking them 
to serve as generators of long- 
term war policy. For this purpose 
a permanent staff was obviously 
required. 


“T want to keep everything fluid 
for a while,” was Hopkins’ slogan 
in the discussions of organization 
preceding his departure on the 
President’s vacation cruise. Never- 
theless, subject to radical change 
by him, a tentative outline of the 
permanent staff’s organization had 
already emerged before he left. 

If the outline is followed, a 
small. group of young officials— 
energetic, imaginative and experi- 
enced in war problems, as Cox is 
for example—will be the heart of 
the permanent staff. Relieved of 
routine duties, they will be the idea 
men, personal assistants and gen- 
eral secrtariat of Hopkins and 
the plus-four committee. Then,

‘OPKINS is so determined to 
H retain flexibility in his staff 

that as yet there are no plans 
to bring the organization under 
one roof. The staff members, even 
the general secretariat, will prob- 
ably continue for some time in 
their old offices, and Hopkins will 
still use his White House bedroom 
as his headquarters. Thus the or- 
ganization is likely to be afflicted 
with a certain formiessness and 
lack of continuity. Furthermore, 
although while preparing the steps 
to be taken after passage of the 
“lease-lend” bill Hopkins regularly 
worked 10 hours a day, his poor 
health ig bound to limit the effec- 
tiveness of the new body. 


Nevertheless, the great potential 
importance of the central staff 
cannot be questioned. Hitherto, 
because of the press of petty daily 
business, basic war problems have 
been neglected until they became 
urgently acute. Even now, for ex- 
ample, the OPM has not received 
a really detailed breakdown of ma- 
teriel requirements, with deadlines 
for delivery. The basic war prob- 
lems are not insoluble. But the 
intelligence and energy to tackle 
them have simply not been avail- 
able, 

Now, however, if the central 
staff does its job properly, an im- 
pressive amount of intelligence 
and energy will be specifically de- 
voted to considering the big ques- 
tions of war strategy. The Presi- 
dent, through Hopkins, who has 
daily access to him, can be warned 
of what is coming long before the 
questions present themselves to 
him, The views of the various 
departments can be collected, and 
insofar as possible reconciled. Care- 
ful memoranda can be prepared on 
alternative policies. And in short, 
decisions can be promptly and 
wisely reached, because the data 
behind the decisions will come to 
the President, not as a babble and 
clamor from competing depart- 
ment heads, but in organized, rea- 
sonably intelligible form.

The 
opponents of the policy have not 
often understood it. Thus they 
have argued that Hitler is master 
of the European continent, that he 
cannot be defeated except after 

an “invasion” of the continent by 


* expeditionary force of several 


million American soldiers. So they 
have contended that there is no 
way to defeat Hitler or that he can 
be defeated only by a staggering 
gacrifice of American lives. 

The supporters of the lease-lend 
policy have replied that this whole 
contention is based oh a false con- 
ception of the state of Europe and 
of the grand strategy of the strug- 
gle. They have maintained that 
throughout Europe, in all the oc- 
cupied territory, in all the threat- 
ened countries, and to a very con- 
siderable extent within the .Axis 
itself, there were millions of men, 
often whole nations of men and 
women, praying, plotting, organiz- 
ing, working for the day when 
they can rise up and throw off an 
ever more intolerable tyranny. 

Behind the facade of Hitler’s em- 
pire there is forming, they said, a 
European coalition of free men. 
Those who talk about an “inva- 
sion” of Europe are imagining 
Britain's and America’s 
armies trying to fight their way 
across Europe while the French, 
the Belgians, the Dutch, the Nor- 
wegians, the Danes, the Poles, the 
Czechs, the Austrians, the Hun- 
garians, the Yugoslavs, the Bul- 
gars sat quietly in their homes as 
their “liberators” marched past. 
The truth is that the problem is 
not how to invade Europe but how 
to provide Europeans with the 
means and the opportunity to lib- 
erate themselves. 


* * > 
HE stand of the Greek people 
and the uprising of the Yugo- 
slaves goes far to prove that 
this conception of the war in Eu- 
rope is correct. Beyond the pos- 
sibility of dispute, we know now 
that the peoples of Europe do not 
regard totalitarianism as ‘the wave 


Sof the future, that given even half 


e chance they will fight it to the 


Bdeath, that given half a chance 


they will rebel against it. Not one 
nation has joined the new order 
vluntarily; the nations which have 
not resisted, Hungary, Rumania, 
Bulgaria, were all of them trapped 
geographically; there were so iso- 
lated that no help could reach 
them or they, were surrounded so 
that there was pownerp they could 
retreat. 

But the Morwegiats can be 
reached by sea: they resisted and 
their resistance grows. The Dutch 
and the Belgians fought, and when 
they were defeated at home, they 
fell back upon their ally in Britain 
and upon their empires overseas. 
The Greeks, backed up against the 
sea, which Britain controls, re- 
sisted, and now the Yugoslavs who 
also have a back door to the sea 
and to the free nations overseas. 

The evidence is very strong, 
therefore, that in Europe the will

is immense, and that the problem 


is to furnish the people of Europe

If the will to resist did not exist 
in the souls of Europeans, it would

If, on the other hand, the will to 
resist is there, as indeed it is and 
ever more fiercely, then we can 
rest assured that the best troops 
y for fighting in Europe will be Eu- 
ropeans fighting for their own 
homes, their own altars, their own 
flags, their own hope of life itself. 


HE task of the British in the 
first instance is to see to it 
that the peoples of Hurope are not 
Cut off hopelessly and finally from 
their sources of supply overseas. 
at means that Britain itself 
must survive the assault victorious- 
ly and must be able to centrol the 
Seas.

“The trouble with the doctrine of 
progress through catastrophe is 
that you can be sure of the catas- 
trophe, but not of the progress. So 
of war as the path to freedom. You 
can be certain of the war. The 
freedom is another matter. If we 
enter this war, we shall lose what 


we have of the four freedoms. We 


shall lose the hope of realizing 
them. What we have, in this coun- 
try, is hope. War, for this country, 
is a counsel of despair. It is a 
confession of failure. It is national 
suicide. 

“We have far surpassed most 
other nations in our advance to- 
ward the four freedoms, We and 
we alone have the hope of realiz- 
ing them. We must bravely and 
hopefully face the task of realizing 
them. We must show the world a 
nation which understands, values 
and practices the four freedoms. 
This is America’s destiny. 

“We cannot run away from our 
destiny because it is hard. We can- 
not avoid it by claiming that. we 
must have the British fleet to pro- 
tect us. We cannot evade it by 
pleading fatigue from our futile 
efforts to meet the depression, sug- 
gesting that we would like an ocean 
voyage to recuperate. We cannot 
be like Stendhal’s hero, who at the 
age of 16 ran away to join Napo- 
leon to escape from the sorrows 
that were poisoning his life, espe- 
cially on Sundays. We must stay 
here and fight. As Mr. Willkie 
said so truly during the campaign: 
‘America’s battle for liberty is 
right here at home.’ 


False Path 


to Freedom. 


“The path to war is a false path 
to freedom. It is a false path to 
freedom for America. It is a false 
path to the four freedoms every- 
where. War is for the sake of 
peace. The spirit of the peace will 
be determined’by the spirit of the 
countries which make it. An Eng- 
lishman, J. Middleton Murty, said 
of England: “This country, as it 
is, is incapable of winning a Chris- 
tian victory, because it simply is 
not Christian.’ This general prin- 
ciple is sound. No country can 
win a democratic victory unless it 
is democratic, Only those who un- 
derstand, value and practice democ- 
racy know what a democratic peace 
would be. Only those who under- 
stand, value and practice justice 
can make a just peace. Only those 
who understand, value, and prac- 
tice the four freedoms can make 
a peace to establish them every- 
where, 

“Fear and ignorance wrote the 
last peace; the fear of the French 
and British, the ignorance of all 
the nations. From this fear and 
ignorance sprang a peace that 
made this war inevitable. There 
is no less fear and certainly no 
less ignorance today. ‘Have we the 
courage and the wisdom to bring 
the world to a peace that shall es- 
tablish the four freedoms every; 
where? If we have, we should do 
it, no matter what the cost in 
blood or treasure. - We want to 
serve humanity, and in her cause 
we should be proud to sacrifice our 
fortunes and our lives. 

“We cannot seriously believe that 
what we have of the four freedoms 
we owe to our courage and our 
wisdom. We owe it rather to the 
courage -and wisdom of our fore- 
fathers who wrote our Constitution 
and to the Divine Providence that 
placed enormous resources at our 
disposal at a distancd from the con- 
flicts of the Old World.

The 
union demand is for a flat $7. 

The Appalachian contract, cover- 
ing three-fourths of the entire 
American bituminous production, 
would be the basis of similar con- 
tracts for the outlying soft-coal 
areas where 120,000 additional 
miners work.

One pound beef liver, sliced one- 
fourth inch thick, four slices bacon, 
two tablespoons chopped onion, 
flour, three-fourths teaspoon salt, 
one-eighth teaspoon pepper, two 
quarts diced stale bread, toasted, 
about two cups cold water. 

Remove in and tubes from 
liver slices. Cut bacon in small 
pieces and pan-fry until done but 
not crisp. Remove bacon from 
pan and saute onion in the bacon 
drippings until soft and yellow 
(about 5 minutes). Then remove 
onions. Dredge liver slices in flour 
mixed with the salt and pepper, and 
saute in the drippings for just one- 
half minute on each side. Now

fering from vitamin deficiency. 
Both of these statements strike 
me as slightly exaggerated. But 
there are undoubtedly many such 


cases and the new reinforced bread | 


is certainly adequate to supply 
their needs. 

Bread is particularly likely to be 
on the diet list of a certain kind 
of vitamin deficiency patient. This 
is the lonely person who “batches” 
it and prepares his own meals. The 
consequence is he is likely to eat 
processed food—crackers and oleo- 
margarine and coffee and bread. 
During the days before much was 
known about vitamins, the food in- 
dustry was very proud of the im- 
provements they made in process- 
ing such foods. It must be admit- 
ted that modern fine, white, miller’s 
flour is very delicious. The only 
thing is that we have found that 
this processing removes many of 
the valudble minerals and vitamins. 
Now the Surgeon General's office, 
with the co-operation of the millers, 
has proposed to add thiamine chlo- 
ride (Bl), which is found in the 
roughage elements of the food and 
so often missing from processed 
foods. They also add iron and nic- 
otinic acid, which latter is the ele- 
ment which prevents pellagra. 

Other examples of this tendency 
is the present custom of adding 
Vitamin D to milk and Vitamin A 
to oleomargarine. Thus people on 
a limited budget can get foods 
that are as rich in vitamins as the 
more highly. priced foods. 

Experience in the immediate past 
has shown the value of these pre- 
cautions. 

The defeat of the Germans in 
1918 is said to have been’ partly 
due to malnutrition. The rout of 
the Italians at Caparnetto in Octo- 
ber, 1917, followed thé drastic re- 
duction in the army ration which 
had been put * effect in February.
